No Privileged Anarchists 


In finally bringing an in- 
dictment against five anti-Viet- 
mam war leaders for conspir- 


| ing to encourage youths to dod- 


=" ве the draft, the federal gov- 
* ernment has taken necessary 
but long overdue action. 
The last few years have 


f been marked by the spread of 


anarchy in the United States. 
Prominent people, including 
university professors and 
church leaders, have given aid 
and encouragement of the ene: 
mies of the American people 
by saying that the U. S. effort 
in Vietnam, is immoral. Indeed 
they have gone past such criti- 
cism to the point where they 

, have advocated disobedience of 
the law of the land, specifical- 
ly the Selective Service Act. 

It is apparent that many of 
those who have urged law-de- 
fiance have assumed that their 
prominence in education, cler- 
ical and artistic circles constit- 
шед a badge of privilege that 
would render them immune 
from action under the law. It 
is to be hoped that the recent 
indictments handed down by a 
federal grand jury in Boston 
will make these types realize 
that no person in this country, 
no matter how much of a cele. 
brity he may be, is entitled to 
publicly-'éncetrage law-break- 
ing. 

The.shame is that action a- 
gainst advocates of civil dis- 
Obedience was not taken years 
афо. The roots of the present 
anarchist movement with те. 
spect to the Vietnam war be- 
gan more than a decade ago 
With the sit-in movement in the 
South. 

People in high places expres- 
sed delight that young law- 
breakers openly trespassed on 
the property of other people 
and violated their rights. Se- 
lective law-breaking won appro- 
val in "liberal" circles as a 
manifestation of ^ democracy. 
The sit-ins, kneel-ins, wade-in 
movement was the beginning 
of the anarchist movement. 

* Out of the virtual guerrilla war 
waged against Southern com- 
munities developed the cadres 
of lawbreakers and militant 
extremists that now trouble the 
entire nation. 

With regard to war protest, 
the issue should be crystal 
clear, A citizen has a right to 
say thit he disapproves of U. 
5. involvement in the war. But 
he has no right to urge young 
Americaris not to fight for their 
country. A nation couldn't hold 
together if anarchists had the 
right to urge that laws be dis- 
obeyed and requirements of 

citizenship scorned. 

Everyone knows what hap- 
pens to someone who says: he 
won't pay his income taxes 
the offender goes to jail. If this 
happens to the protester against 
income taxes, then. why should 
the war protester be treated 
lightly? There is no reason, of 
course. 

But it is clear that the John- 
son administration moved with 
painful slowness before crack- 


* ing down on the first of those 


who have urged draft-dodging 
It did not want to stir wrath 
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among the self-proclaimed “li 
berals" who disapprove of the 
struggle against. communism 
and who want to hamper the 
U. S. effort in Vietnam. 


Actually, the federal govern- 
ment has begun only a token 
prosecution of anti-war an- 
archists. What seems in order 
is a nationwide crackdown and 
mass indictment of ALL those 
persons who have violated the 
law of the land by urging draft 
dodging. One of the oldest of 
American legal principles is 
equal. application of the law. 
In this case, it means pushing 
indictment of every law-break- 
er against whom a good legal 
case can be built. 


Anarchism is an insidious 
business. It is like a cancer that 
spreads rapidly through a coun- 
try unless treated effectively 
with legal and moral surgery. 
The disease of deliberate law- 
breaking by supposedly educat- 
ed people, many of them hold- 
ing positions of importance and 
influence in the educational 
work, has to be stamped out 
or the republic will be in per- 
manent danger from within. 


Anarchism is an affront to 
the American way of life and 
constitutional system of govern- 
ment. The professor or clergy- 
man who urges young Ameri- 
cans not to serve their country 
is like an arsonist rushing 
through the night, setting fire

Although the market seem- 
ed to be flooded with reliable 
remedies to aid and relieve suf- 
fering, the increased volume of 
advertising indicated that none 
of them were effective enough 
to stem the rising tide of hu- 
man suffering. 

As if there were-not enough 
diseases and maladies to con- 
tend with, they recently invent- 
ed a new one which they call 
the "Blahs." It apparently is 
designed for people who hav- 
en't been able to place a fing- 
er om just what is the matter 


Are Poisonous 


The red and black "beans" 
commonly found in South 
Florida woods and roadsides 
contain a deadly poison., They 
are jequirity beans (Abrus pre- 
catorius), also called “crab 
eyes," or rosary peas. 

The Bureau of Customs re- 
ports that travelers їп Mexico 
and the Caribbean often buy 
them in a strand of beads, a ro- 
sary, or bead-ornamented а 
cles such as purses and blou- 
ses. They are also used as eyes 
on dolls and other toys, and 
on Haitian “voodoo  swizzle 
sticks." Customs officials now 
warn returning travelers 'about 
them, but you тау have 
brought some home as sou- 
venirs some time ago. And the 
beans become more dangerous 
with age. 

Each bean is about % inch 
in diameter. A white dot, cal- 
led the hilum, connects the 
outer shell of the bean with its 
inner portion, which contains 
a poisonous powder called 
ABRIN, a toxalbumin. With 
age, the drying-out process al- 
lows more of this powder to es- 
cape through the hilum. 

You should Ье extremely 
careful when handling the 
beans. Their powder can be 
deadly when it enters the blood 
stream through any small open 
wound on the skin, ôr if swal- 
lowed. Very small amounts can. 
be fatal. Very small amounts.

Since the plants grow wild 
here, children often pick them 
up.
